Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 7, and 16, prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest an electron 
beam tomography scanning system, including a collimator having at most two collimator rings 
and interior and exterior walls concentrically arranged with one another having first and second 
sets of apertures aligned to collimate an x-ray fan beam, in combination with all the limitations 
in each respective claim. Claims 2-6, 8-11, and 17-19 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

Regarding claim 12, prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a collimator in an 
electron beam tomography scanning system, including at most two collimator rings and interior 
and exterior walls concentrically arranged with one another having first and second sets of 
apertures aligned to collimate an x-ray fan beam, in combination with all the limitations in the 
claim. Claims 13-15 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
